pers, brim full of Sham Democracy, and 01 
" wrath and cabbage" against the State 
Legislature and the Republican party. 


Of the old stock of daily papers, pub- 


lished here twenty-five years ago, only four 
survive, viz: the Courier & Enquirer, Eve- 
ning Post, Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Advertiser. 
The first two are de- 


cided advocates of the Republican organi- 
zation ; the third an unscrupulous upholder 
of Old Buck, Border Ruffianism, and Judge 
Taney's Dred Scott decision; and the 
fourth, a " highly respectable " relio of the 
late Whig party, whose managers seem to 
be somewhat in tho predicament of the 
great man who asked, "where am I to 
go?"
